Embarked in the Commando ship 
were 848 Naval Air Squadron (Lieut.- 
(dr. G. A. Andrews. R.N.) with 
Wessex 5 helicopters and 40 Comman¬ 
do Air Troop (Lieut. N. Wise. R.M.) 
with Sioux helicopters, taking passage 
for Singapore to join their Commando 
there. 

At Aden 848 Squadron was disem¬ 
barked at Falaisc for aircrew accli¬ 
matisation and hot-weather trials on 
the aircraft. Also during this time the 
aircraft were used to instruct 24 
Brigade, including 45 Commando, in 
helicopter drills and the aircrew gained 
valuable experience flying over the in¬ 
hospitable R.idfan area. 

SUCCESSFUL OPERATION 

On April 3. Wessex 5 helicopters of 
848 Squadron picked up 100 personnel 
of 4th Battalion Anglian Regiment 
and landed them in a cordon around 
tlie village of lljswah near Aden where 
it was suspected that caches of arms 
and ammunition were concealed. The 
operation was completely successful. 
This was the first lime that the Wessex 
5 helicopter was employed in actual 
operations. 

Albion sailed from Aden on April 
5 leaving 848 Squadron "A'' Flight 
(Lieut.(dr. J. Rawlings. R.N.) at 
R.A.F. Khormaksar for service with 
Middle Fast Air Force in the Aden 
area. 45 Commando Royal Marines 
was embarked and a two-day exercise 
was staged in the hills to the west 
of Aden. On completion of this exer¬ 
cise 45 Commando were disembarked 
and Albion sailed for Mombasa. 

Shortly after leaving Mombasa. 
Albion received a message from a 
Russian merchantman asking for

Hayes. R.N.. being transferred by boat 
and rendering the required assistance. 
The tranfer was made in the vicinity of 
the Seychelles. 

The last stop before arrival at Singa¬ 
pore was at Gan where a six-hour halt 
was made to allow swimming parties 
to be landed. 

H.M.S. Albion entered Singapore 
on April 28. There she embarked 
essential stores and disembarked 40 
Commando Air Troop and 84S Squad¬ 
ron "D" Flight (Lieut. I. S. Kelly. 

R. N.) for familiarisation in jungle fly¬ 
ing. The ship left Singapore on May I 
to effect her first operational task of 
the commission, a roulcmcnt in which 
42 Commando Royal Marines were to 
be withdrawn from Sabah and the 1st 
Battalion Gordon Highlanders put in 
in their place. 

TRADITION RE-ESTABLISHED 

In accordance with the tradition es¬ 
tablished during the last commission 
"The Old Grey Ghost of the Borneo 
Coast" arrived off Kota Bclud at dawn 
and carried out the first part of the 
task, the embarkation of 1st Gordons. 
This embarkation completed. Albion 
sailed for Tawau and there carried out 
the roulcmcnt on May 5 and 6. Heli¬ 
copters. L.C.A.S., L.P.Vs. and an 

S. R.N. 5 were all pressed into service 
to effect the changeover as speedily as 
possible. On completion Albion sailed 
for Singapore with 42 Commando em¬ 
barked. On arrival at Singapore the 
Commando was disembarked and the 
ship started a short maintenance 
period.

Farewell 
to C-in-C 


QN completion of his appointment 


as Contniandcr-in-Cliief, Far East, 
Admiral Sir Varyl Beat. G.C.B., 
DAO- D.S.C., took passage to the 
l nited Kingdom in S.S. Cathay. 

H.M.S. Euryalus. the "Lcandcr" 
class frigate, the newest warship on the 
Far East Station, on passage from 
Portsmouth to Singapore, rendez¬ 
voused with the Cathay in the middle 
of the Indian Ocean, cast of Ceylon, 
and bade farewell to the retiring Com- 
mander-in-Chief on bohalf of the Far 
East Fleet. 

The frigate, her starboard side 
manned in traditional manner, in 
bright sunshine and a calm sea. closed 
the liner from ahead and carried out a 
sweeping high-speed manauvre to 
finish up only 250 feet off Cathay's 
port beam. A short verse of greeting 
and farewell was then read by loud¬ 
speaker. three cheers were given by 
the sailors, and an oriental gun salute 
of Chinese crackers was fired while 
various goodwill signals were ex¬ 
changed between the two ships. 

Euryalus then turned to port with 
the signal "Have a good voyage" fly¬ 
ing from the yard-arm. leaving the 
Admiral standing on the white-painted 
bridge of the Cathay waving a final 
good-bye. 


NAVY TO TRY ‘SUBMARINE 
ESCAPES’ FROM 450 FEET 

SUBMARINE escapes from depths as great as 450 feet will be undertaken 
‘-^during trials in the Mediterranean in July by a team of two officers and ten 
ratings from the staff of the submarine-escape training tank. II.H.M. Dolphin, 
the Gosport submarine base. 


The trials arc a continuation of those 
carried out in Loch Fync last Septem¬ 
ber. when ascents through 200 feet of 
water were made. They involve a new 
technique in which the escaper is 
dressed in a suit incorporating a cotton 
fabric hood with plastic facepiece and 
uses trapped air on his way to the sur¬ 
face. 

The team from H.M.S. Dolphin, led 
by Lieul.-Cdr. L. D. Hamlyn. O.B.E.. 
R.N.. the Submarine Command Escape 
Officer, will from July 5 to 10 make 
progressively deeper escapes from 
H.M.S. Orpheus in (he vicinity of 
Malta. 

The new system is completely a 
Royal Navy venture and has been de¬ 
signed and developed by the Director- 
General. Ships, in collaboration with 
Flag Officer, Submarines. The initial 
experiments were carried out at the 


R.N. physiological laboratory. Alvcr- 
stokc. 

Underwater television cameras will 
be used in the course of the trials in 
which it is hoped to prove that live 
escapes from much greater depths than 
the 266 feet, already achieved in the 
Mediterranean in 1962 using normal 
British buoyant techniques, can be 
safely made. 

In the new technique being de¬ 
veloped. the escaper is released from a 
one-man cylinder, flooded from the 
sea. inside the submarine. An im¬ 
portant result of this escape method is 
that pressurisation is achieved rapidly 
and the man concerned is subjected 
to it for the absolute minimum period 
before leaving the submarine. Inside 
the cylindci he breathes air supplied 
automatically at the correct rate before 
making his escape

D URING replenishment at sea. remarks will certainly have been made on the 
variety of stores taken inboard, such as ammunition, oil fuel, frozen meat, 
machinery spares, fresh fruit, radio valves, N.A.A.F.I. beer and a host of other 
commodities all of which arc necessary to keep the Fleet in operational readi¬ 
ness. The hacking required to provide these logistic services is considerable, 
comprising large administrative, accounting, industrial and shipping organisa¬ 
tions. all working to the direction of an Admiralty Board member named 
appropriately the Chief of Naval Supplies and Transport (C.N.S.T.). 


Vice-Admiral Sir Raymond S. Haw¬ 
kins, K.C.B.. is the present C.N.S.T. 
and in this capacity lie is responsible 
for the management of the three 
civilian supply departments—Naval 
Stores, Armaments and Victualling 
Stores- and for the Fuel. Movements 
and Transport organisation; he also 
has similar responsibilities in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Second Sea Lord for the 
conduct of the duties of the uniformed 
Supply and Secretariat branches of the 
Royal Navy through the Director of 
Fleet Supply Duties. 

MAINTENANCE OF FLEET 

Admiral Hawkins, is also the Vice- 
Controller of the Navy and superin¬ 
tends on behalf of thc’Controllcr the 
Dockyards organisation and main¬ 
tenance of the Fleet. 

Thus the greater part of his work 
is concerned with the naval civilian 
organisations which provide employ¬ 
ment for over 80.000 people. Apart 
from the well-known fuel, armament, 
stores and victualling depots at the 
Home Dockyards and Singapore, his 
tield extends to other large and equally 
important concerns in the background 
such as the Air Stores Depot at 
Llangcnneeh. Wales, the torpedo 
factory at Alexandria. Scotland, the 
electronic store depot at Copcnacrc, 
Wiltshire, the clothing depot at 
Bolton, Lancashire, and the S.P.D.C. 
at Faglesclilfe. Co. Durham; all arc 
equally concerned in providing the 
needs of the Fleet with a range of 
stores which totals to over three- 
quarters of a million different items. 

Having thus organised the procure¬ 
ment or manufacture of these neces¬ 
sities. the Fuel. Movements and 


Transport service is brought into play 
for their distribution to overseas depots 
and delivery to the Fleet at sea. Urgent 
orders arc despatched by air. but the 
main bulk of the work "is performed 
by the Royal Fleet Auxiliary Service, 
which comprises a fleet of some 40 
ships manned on Merchant Navy lines. 
Naval men will have seen some of the 
replenishment tankers and support 
ships in operation throughout :hc 
world, and it is of interest to note that 
the R.F.A. Fleet ranks as eleventh in 
size of the shipping companies 
registered in the United Kingdom. 

MOVEMENTS OF PERSONNEL 

Movement of service men and 
families by air trooping or sea are 
nowadays dealt with on a joint-service 
basis, and Naval interests arc repre¬ 
sented as required by C.N.S.T.

Fisgard 
last month to see the solar beater 
which is used for the swimming pool. 

I he Solar Heater which cost about 
CUOO. “as built to increase the length 
of the swimming season and. during 
its lirst season in use the temperature 
of the water was maintained, on aver¬ 
age. 5 degrees (F.) higher than 
would have otherwise been achieved. 
This was improved by the use of a 
plastic cover over the bath at night, 
and has been further improved this 
year bv building a roof over the bath. 

No figures arc available for the effect 
of the latest improvements, but the 
water temperature is at present about 
80 degrees (F.). 

Steps arc now being taken to im¬ 
prove the circulation rate of the water 
in the bath to improve the heating and 
hygienic conditions. 

Work on the pool started in 1953 
when 13.500 tons of earth were ex¬ 
cavated. and the bath, built and paid 
for very largely by the Apprentices and 
Staff who have passed through H.M.S. 
Fisgard over the past years, has cost 
approximately £22,000. Some £7.000 
was received in grants.
